| - FIRST NARRATIVE REPORTS OF REFUGEES 
a - REACHING KOBE." 


Below will be found an interest- 
ing-narrative report'of the carth- 
‘quake in Yokohama from the pen of 
Mr, Douglas Adam, editor of the 
Japan Gazelte, who, with Mrs. Adam 
arrived in Kobe from Yokohama on 
the P, and O. “ Dongola,” Thai 
article: appeared in the Kobe Heraky 
of September 4." : tet. 
The first shock,: which was’ the’ 
greatest of a long ‘series -and. .the 
most severe, took place at 11.57 a.m. 
on September Ist. All the business 
houses were in -full-swing, running, 
with fll staffs, closing. up the 
moath’s accounts, paying salaries, 
etc.;the previous day—the end of 
the month~having been a Bank 
Holidiy due to the Emperor's 
birthday. The shock’ was succes- 
sively vertical and horizontal,” first 
jolting all the foreign buifdiags 
out of plumb and then mak- 
ing ‘them collapse like card 
houses. Here and there a building 
of special construction stood. the 
shock in part. Soon, however, fires 
started up in the ruins and under 
a strong south-east wind spread 
rapidly all over the city, virtually 
flattening it out, save for heaps of 
debris in which corpses were mix- 
ed. The water-supply was, ‘of 
course, cut off and all the efforts of 
the firemen in the heavy wind were 
unable to do anything to check or. 

divert the hdvoc.  * . 


The destruction of. Yokohama— 


the location of the shock being’ 


apparently almost- immediately 
under the city—was -comprehen- 
sive, the foreign “ Settlemént” 
comprising two or-three business 
streets, with the Bund along the 
Water Front, the foreign re- 
sidential quarter on the Bluff 
and the Japanese: city proper 
being all taidlow. The first move- 
ment of the population wasa panic 
stricken sanve qui pent, punctuated 
with gajlaat rescues of pinned- 
down victims, in somecases sacri- 
fices of life. Open spaces -became 
priceless. . 

Oa the fringes of the city proole 
made for the waterfront or the 
country. On the Bluff, the Bluff 
Gardens, the foreign cricket 
ground, race and golf course were 
havens. In the Settlement there 
wits oaly the Recreation , Park, 
formerly the’ foreign cricket 
ground. Some fortwiate people 
found boats which took them to 
vessels in port. Others massed in 
the Parks ringed with flames, the 


fierce heat driving them from place }- 


to place, the ground being riven 
with deep crevices which, ‘on 
the busting of the — city 
water-pipes, became filled with 
water and, overflowing, converted 
all low-lying areas, into lakes 
and rivers of deep ligitid mud. On 
the whole the Japanese accepted 
the situation with wonderful re- 
signation. A few Socialistic orators 
appeated dramatically blamingthe 
Government for the natural disaster 
and lack of measures to counter it, 
but the reception théy met wes 
apathetic and limited. 

Al food and water supplies be- 
ing cut off. the first thought of the 
surviving foreigners was to reach. 
some source of supplies: Here'the 
foreign ships in harbour came 
gallantly tothe rescue. Fortunately 
there were a number oat foreign 
steamers in the bay, including the 
C. P.O: S, “Empress of Australi 
Mess. Mar. “André Lebon,” P. & O. 
“Dongola” Ben Line “Bengloc,” 
the U. S. S. B. “Steel Inventor,” 
etc., besi the T. K..
